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PREFACE 

This  report  presents  detailed  descriptions  of  the  various  kinds  of 
market  news  information  currently  available  on  poultry  from  Federal,  State, 
and  private  agencies  and  an  appraisal  of  the  extent  to  which  they  are  used 
by  the  industry. 

Market  news  information  on  poultry  has  "been  issued  for  many  years  .by 
Federal,  State,  and  private  market  reporting  services.   Despite  this  fact, 
there  has  been  no  recent  single  source  where  these  various  series  were 
cataloged. 

An  egg  pricing  research  program  is  being  conducted  by  agencies  of  USDA 
in  cooperation  with  13  State  agricultural  experiment  stations.   The  first 
publication  to  report  on  this  research  was  ERS-332,  "An  Inventory  of  Market 
News  Reports  for  Eggs."   The  present  report  provides  comparable  information 
for  poultry.   Certain  of  the  series  on  poultry,  particularly  the  slaughter 
reports  for  light-type  hens,  are  pertinent  to  the  determination  of  egg 
prices. 

The  availability  and  full  use  of  accurate  and  timely  market  news 
information  is  fundamental  to  the  effective  operation  of  any  pricing  system. 
This  report  will  serve  several  purposes:   (l)  to  more  fully  acquaint  the 
industry  with  the  kinds  of  information  currently  available  on  prices  and 
for  making  pricing  decisions;  (2)  to  evaluate  the  need  for  modifications  in 
and  additions  to  various  kinds  of  market  news  series;  and  (3)  to  serve  as  a 
working  tool  for  use  in  poultry  pricing  research. 

The  use  of  company  or  commercial  names  in  this  report  is  for  identifica- 
tion only,  and  does  not  constitute  endorsement  of  these  items  or  companies, 
or  imply  discrimination  against  other  similar  companies  or  products.

INTRODUCTION 

This  inventory  describes  l6k   market  news  reports  for  poultry.   In 
general,  the  listings  contain  the  following  information:   (l)  region,  State, 
area,  or  city  where  the  report  applies  or  originates;  (2)  kind  of  poultry-- 
broiler-fryers,  hens,  turkeys,  ducks,  etc.;  (3)  form  of  the  product- -live, 
ready-to-cook,  icepacked,  or  frozen;  (h)   unit  of  sale--trucklots,  pooled 
truckloads,  less-than-trucklots;  (5)  a  description  of  the  contents  of  the 
report—price  report,  storage  holdings  report,  slaughter  report,  etc;  (6) 
trading  level;  (7)  highest  use- -national,  regional,  State,  or  local;  (8) 
the  main  users --producers,  processors,  wholesalers,  or  retailers;  (9)  fre- 
quency of  issue;  (10)  how  the  report  is  supported- -Federal,  Federal -State, 
State,  or  other;  and  (ll)  where  it  is  published. 

The  North  Atlantic  Region  has  j6   reports --the  largest  number  of  all 
the  regions.   For  other  regions,,  the  numbers  are:   East  North  Central,  15; 
West  North  Central,  9;    South  Atlantic,  21;  South  Central,  10;  and  Western, 
26.   Seven  national  reports  are  also  listed. 

Frequency  of  issue  of  printed  reports  is  usually  determined  by  trading 
practices,  and  funds  and  facilities  available  for  market  reporting.  Among 
the  reports  listed  in  this  report,  98  are  published  daily,  12  twice  a  week, 
1  three  times  a  week,  1  four  times  a  week,  and  ^h   weekly. 

Only  among  the  price  reports  can  trading  level  be  identified  with 
assurance.  Among  these,  ^7  show  farm  prices;  10,  processor's  paying  prices 
delivered  plant;  6,  processor's  selling  prices  f.o.b.  plant;  26,  whole- 
saler's buying  prices;  k-2,   wholesaler's  selling  prices;  19,  retailer's 
buying  prices;  and  2,  retailer's  selling  prices. 

How  the  reports  are  financed  or  supported  is  also  given.  Among  the 
reports  listed,  25  are  supported  by  Federal  funds,  ^k   are  Federal- State, 
20  are  State,  and  27  are  other.  The  last  group  includes  newspapers  and 
publishing  firms.

We  tried  to  evaluate  the  reports'  use  to  determine  their  highest  use, 
which  means  generally  widest  geographical  use.  Among  the  reports  listed, 
32  are  of  national  interest  to  users,  75  are  regional,  kl   are  State,  and 
l6  are  local. 

Also,  an  attempt  was  made  to  identify  the  main  users.  This  involves 
considerable  overlapping,  because  most  of  the  reports  are  used  by  more  than 
one  group.   However,  among  the  reports  listed,  75  are  used  mainly  by 
producers,  1^6  by  poultry  processors,  111  by  wholesalers  (including  jobbers), 
and  97  by  retailers. 

Many  of  these  reports  reflect  changes  in  format  which  have  been  made 
in  response  to  changes  in  marketing  practices  and  marketing  channels.  For 
example,  live  broiler-fryer  prices  "at  farm"  in  Georgia,  Alabama,  and 
Mississippi  formerly  were  acknowledged  to  be  the  main  base  price  for  the 
broiler  industry.  Actual  trading  prices  in  other  markets  and  at  later 
stages  in  the  marketing  channels  were  calculated  from  the  base  price  by 
formulas.  With  the  growth  of  vertical  integration,  open  market  trading  at 
farm  in  the  "GAM"  market  (Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Mississippi)  became  so  thin 
that  it  became  impractical  for  USDA  to  continue  to  report  "at  farm"  prices 
in  those  States.  When  these  price  reports  for  live  broiler -fryers  were 
dropped,  the  Department  expanded  its  price  reporting  of  ready-to-cook 
broiler -fryers,  mainly  in  large  metropolitan  cities,  but  also  at  country 
processing  plants. 

We  also  tried  to  obtain  all  market  news  reports  issued  or  published 
by  Federal,  Federal- State,  and  State  agencies,  and  as  many  as  possible  of 
the  reports  published  by  private  firms.  The  source  of  support  is  given  in 
the  description  for  each  report.   For  those  desiring  further  information, 
the  addresses  of  the  Federal  and  Federal-State  market  news  offices  are.  in 
appendix  A.  Names  and  addresses  of  agencies  or  firms  issuing  State  and 
other  reports  are  in  the  description  of  such  reports  and  in  appendix  B. 

This  inventory  is  limited  to  daily,  twice  weekly,  3  times  a  week,  k 
times  a  week,  and  weekly  reports.  The  reports  are  of  interest  to  people  in 
the  poultry  and  egg  business — producers,  assemblers,  processors,  shippers, 
storers,  brokers,  wholesale  receivers,  distributors,  retailers,  and  others. 
Monthly  and  annual  reports  are  not  included  because  the  focus  in  this 
inventory  is  on  current  reports.   Such  reports  are  customarily  originated 
and  released  by  commercial,  State,  Federal-State,  or  Federal  market  news 
reporters.   In  some  respects,  market  news  reports  are  like  newspapers. 
Reports  are  carried  that  are  timely  and  of  current  interest.   Items  carried 
in  a  particular  report  vary  according  to  the  interests  of  the  people  served 
in  an  area'  and  the  amount  of  space  available. 

The  reports  listed  are  primary  reports.  That  is,"  they  originate  at 
one  or  more  offices  and  are  usually  released  at  the  originating  office  to 
the  people  in  the  poultry  and  egg  trade,  radio  and  television  stations, 
and  local  newspapers.   Publication  of  a  market  news  report,  may  or  may 
not  be  at  the  originating  office  or  offices.  Frequently  reports  are 
consolidated  for  an  area  at  a  central  office  and  printed  reports  are 
issued  from  the  central  office  only.

In  describing  the  contents  of  the  reports,  local  terminology  was .used 
in  most  cases.  This  was  found  to  be  necessary  because  the  descriptions  of 
what  is  being  reported  are  not  uniform.  Altering  the  terminology  used  can 
easily  lead  to  misinterpretations  and  errors. 

Since  the  number  and  descriptions  of  the  reports  change  over  time,  it 
is  desirable  to  date  any  inventory  that  is  compiled:   This  inventory  was 
prepared  during  the  fall  months  of  19&7  and  early  months  of  1968.

This  figure  is 
compared  with  the  actual  slaughter  by  head  count  and  percentage 
difference.   In  a  separate  report  based  on  preliminary  data,  chick 
placements  are  projected  to  show  the  estimated  number  of  broiler- 
fryers  available  for  slaughter  8  to  10  weeks  later.  Trading  level:
